No DROUGHT IN NORTH. 


Nature uf the Country Keeps Moisture 
In Clay Belt. 


There are no droughts up in On. 
tario's new clay belt. The forests and | 
streams forbid thnt, und the irriga- 
tion problems of Western Canada will 
never trouble this northern Ontario 
land. The wild flowing Abitibi passes 
out of the lake eight miles to the 
eastward and upon its waters a canoe 
could pass northward 170 miles to 
James Bay. To the west seven miles 
is the Frederick House. All along 
the line are streams or rivers. 

The rainfall has been abundant 
‘throughout the season that is near | 
its end. Frost comes early but even | 
the frost’s approach has been driven 
back for days around Englehart and 
New Liskeard by the extensive clear- 
pe and the drainage. At these and 
other places where cultivation has 
been progressing for a few years the 
temperature is several degrees higher 
than im the woods that fringe them. 

Thia new land has advantages that 
neither the West of to-day possesses, 
nor the older part of Ontario, when 
the axe, “first woodland music of 
civilization,” was heard 
broken forests. 

There are two crops up here in the 
twelvemonth where the west“has only 
one. The spruce trees have a com- 
mercial value so bieh —between $3 
and $4 a cord—that their sale pays 
for the Citas of the land, and pro- 
vides money for the sowing of the 
crops. There is profitable work for 
winter as well as summer. 

Older Ontario had this double crop 
but what section had a railway pass 
along the virgin forest. Mostly the 
trees, bigger far than here, had to be 
felled and burned where they fell, for 
lack of the transportation to a mar- 
ket. The timber market of Northern 
Ontario is at its doors in the navig- 
able rivers and the colonization rail- 
way that the older province has sent 


up. 

There is for none of the pioneers of 
Northern Ontario the n to hit 4 
trail through the woods and bear upon 
his back a bag of corn, 30, 40 or 50 
inles, as more than one of Ontario’s 
M.P.P.’s has done in the olden days. 
A kind Providence has smiled upon 
this northern land. 

Cochrane is moving rapidly, but 
there is always a delightful sensation 
of being on the border land between 
the old and the new; the tried and the 
untried; the land that has been bound | 
to man’s use and the land that lies | 
virgin to the far northward; the rail. | 
way that runs straight south 500, 
miles to a city of 300,000, meeting |

The Way of the Mounteds. 


In the Busy Man’s Magazine for 
October, Kate Simpson-Hayes relutes 
the surprise of an American new-com- 
er when he had his first glimpse of 
the manner in which the law and 
order are enforced in the West.

ANTS PROTECT PLART. 


How They Defend It Againet Leaf De- 
stroying Insects. 


A standing army ‘of ants for defen- 
sive purposes is kept and provided 
with food by a sensitive plant of 
Nicaragua. In this acacia there are 
two large thorns at the base of each 
leat inhabited by the colonies of ants, 
which bore into the thorns and make 
a home for themselves by eating out 
the soft inner tissue, On the leat 
stalks there are honey glands, and 
at the tip of each leaflet there is a 
sausage shaped body about as large 
as a pin’s head, consisting of albu- 
minous food. The ants sip the neo 
tar and eat the food bodies and, be- 
ing contented with their lot, remain 
on the plant without doing it any 


injury. 

hen the plant is threatened Lif an 
invasion of leaf-cutting ants which 
would damage it the ants composing 
the plant’s army or police force rush 
out and repel the intruders, Many 
similar arrangements exist in tropical 
plants, 

In one of the most remarkable of 
these ant plants the female ant bites 
a~hole in the stem and brings up her 
brood inside it. The stalk of each 
leaf is swollen at its base and bears 
food bodies, which are eaten by the 
ants when they emerge to find 
themselves. As the old food bodies 
are eaten new ones are formed, thus 
keeping the ants, which are of a fierce 
disposition, in the plant’s employ- 
ment, Plants of the same species 
which do not happen to be inhabited 


by ants fall an easy pre to leaf- 
cutting kinds of ants, which are only 
too plentiful in the tropics. In other 


cases the defensive ants are provided 
only with shelter in cavities of the 
stem, and various naturalists have ob- 
served that these ants pour out in 
troops whenever leaf-cutting enemies 
attempt to attack the foliage. 

The ants which thus defend these 
plants are small, but sting with ex- 
treme virulence, their small size mak- 
ing them the more formidable. The 
leaf-cutting ants cut off the leaves 
and pile them up in heaps, forming 
a sort of kitchen garden of leaf mold, 
upon which they cultivate a fungus 
belonging to the mushroom family. 
They sow the spores of the mushroom 
and make 4 pure culture of the fun- 


| gus, nibbling at it to prevent the 


development of mushroom heads and 
thus promoting the growth of spawn.

THE DAY OF ALL SAINTS 


PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
ANCIENT HOLIDAY. 


Text, “Both He Thet Sanctifieth and 
They That Are Sanctified Are All 
of One: For Which Cause He Is 
Not Ashamed to Call Them Breth- 
ren” (Hebrews ii, 11)—Number of 
Saints Not Restricted. 

Sunday, October 31.—Pastor Russell 
of Brooklyn Tabernacle preached to- 
day from the text, ‘‘Both he that 


sanctifieth and they that are sancti- 
fied are all of one: for which cause 


he is not ashamed to call them 
brethren” (Hebrews ii, 11). He said 
in_part: 


To-morrow will be observed by our 
friends of the Catholic, Lutheran and 
Episcopal churches as “All Saints 
Day.” At an early date after the 
death of the apostles, probably in the 
third century, the custom crept into 
the Church of invoking the blessing 
of the saints. Some held in remem- 
brance a patron saint, whose influ- 
ence and memory were of a merely 
local character, and a certain day in 
the year was set apart as a memorial 
and for invoking his influence in the 
heavenly courts. When subsequent- 
ly papacy was organized, grac ually 
the majority of the Christian congre- 
gations acceded to papacy’s claims 
that its bishop is the special vicar 
of Christ, reigning in his stead and 
exercising his authority. Many sub- 
mitted themselves to this rule and 
thus were absorbed into that great 
system which still holds sway in the 
world. It was papacy that establish- 
ed “All Saints’ Day” as a holy day 
for the invocation of all saints not 
otherwise particularly providéd for 
by ‘separate days of invocation. 

Although saints admittedly are rare 
few in comparison to professed 
Christians—nevertheless it seems 
there were enough so considered in 
the time of Gregory IV. to appropriate 
nearly all the days of the year. In 
other words, there were about 365 
tecognized in Gregory’s time—after 
Christianity had_ been in operation 
for 800 years. Hence to-morrow will 
be the day for invoking the blessing 
of all the saints of the past one thous- 
and years. But just how many or 
ew they are, according to the 
tecords of the celebrating churches, 
we do not surely know. If the records 
of the first eight centuries were cor- 
tect, in the same proportion we 
should not expect that the total num- 
ber of saints recognized would be 
above one thousand. One sad thought 
tonnected with the celebration to- 
morrow must present itself to all 
thinking minds ana the cele- 
brants; that is, that only the saintly 
do they acknowledge as of holy char- 
acter, fit for heaven, because the un- 
saintly, the unholy, would certainly 
be unfit. The teaching of papacy is 
that since only the saintly can he 
tshered into heaven at the time of 
their death, all the unsaintly, the un- 
developed, they : Ux 
perience awful tortures in Purgatory 
—to purify them, to make them ready 
for heaven. 

Protestants on the contrary have 
fliscarded Purgatory, claiming that 
it is an unscriptural doctrine. They 
flo not, however, claim that any but 
the saintly are prepared for heaven 
at death, nor that God has promised 
feaven to the untaught or undevelop- 
ed in Christian character. Hence in 
some respects the Protestant theory 
{s still more grievous, more terrible, 
more awful, for the bereaved than 
the Catholic view, in that it offers 
no hope for all eternity to any un- 
saintly. Prayers the saints, we 
believe to be unscriptural and_un- 
reasonable. Nowhere in the Bible 
are we .guthorized to pray to the 
flead—either saints or sinners, On 
the contrary the Scriptures set forth 
our Heavenly Father as the supreme 
object of worship, though they do 
Intimate the propriety of praying to 
our Lord Jesus also. As we read, 
“All men should honor the Son even 
as they honor the Father’ (John v, 
83). But prayers to the dead are un- 
reasonable, according to the Bible, 
which teaches that ‘‘the dead know 
not anything’ (Ecclesiastes ix, 5); 
that ‘ their sons come to honor and 
they know it not—to dishonor and 
they perceive it not of them” (Job 
xiv, 21); and that “there is no work, 
nor device, nor knowledge, nor wis- 
dom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest’”’ (Ecclesiastes ix, 10). . 

The Scriptures do recognize the dif- 
ference between the saints, the Lord’s 
holy ones, and the remainder of man- 
kind. And it is assuredly true that 
the great masses of humanity are 
totally unfit for the glories and _per- 
fections of the heavenly state. It is 
true that the Church is called upon 
to develop the fruits and graces of 
the holy Bpirit and is assured, as St. 
Peter declares, ‘If ye do these things, 
ye shall never fall; for so an entrance 
shall be ministered unto you abun- 
dantly into the everlasting Kingdom 
of our Lord and Saviour Jebus Christ” 
(II Peter i, 11). 

But we hold that it is not only un- 
scriptural, but irrational, to believe 
that all mankind except the saintly 
deserve centuries of torment in Pur- 
gatory or an eternity of torture in a 
worse and hopeless place. Let us 
take the Scriptural proposition, the 
only consistent one, the one which 
agrees with our five senses and with 
the Bible—that the dead are dead, 
and that resurrection from death is 
what they need and what our Lord’s 
death will secure for every member 
of our race, Let us accept this state- 
ment of the Bible, “Blessed and holy 
is he that hath part in the First Re- 
surrection, on such the Second Death 
hath no power, but they shall be 
priests of Goi ond of Christ, and 
shall reign with him a _ thousand 
years” (Revelation xx, 6). Let us ac- 
capt the Scriptural explanation of 
that thousand years, that Millennial 
reign of Messiah—that it will be a 
time of blessing, of uplifting man- 
kind, and that therein the elect saints 
of this age will be privileged to co- 
operate with their glorified Redeemer 
in bringing about the uplift, the re- 
Burrection, the restitution of all who 
pill then prove willing and obedient.

(every one of them) be saints, every 
one of them be sanctified. 

The word “sanctified” signifies to 
be set apart to holy usage or services, 
as distinct and separate from any 
earthly ambition, calling or business. 
Nevertheless these sanctified ones are 
not merely the clergy or those with- 
out earthly responsibilities. While 
our heavenly Father is a great King, 
the nee of the Universe, he never- 
theless has made a plan which en- 
ables even the humblest of his crea- 
tures to approach him through the 
merit of the blood of Jesus, and by 
faith and obedience to the extent of 
his ability in sacrifice, to become a 
joint-heir with his Redeemer in the 
1eavenly Kingdom. Thus the pres- 
ent call is confined to a call to sancti- 
fication. As St. Paul declares, ‘This 
is the will of God (concerning you), 
even your sanctification’ (I Thessa- 
lon#ans iv, 3). 

The word ‘‘saint” signifies ‘holy 
one,” “sanctified one,’’ ‘set apart’; 
or, taken as a whole, it signifies one 
set apart to holy usages, services, 
ete. We are quite ready to admit 
that these are a comparatively small 
number at the present time; as the 
Scriptures declare, ‘‘a little flock’; 
and again, ‘not many’; and again, 
“few there be that find it.” 

When we say that God {is now 
selecting a special class to be joint- 
heirs with Christ and that he has 
determined that this special class 
shall consist exclusively of the sancti- 
fied, let us not be misunderstood to 
mean by this that in the next age 


| God will accept to his favor the un- 


sanctified, the wicked. The conditions 
during the Millennial, Age will be 
much easier for mankind than are 
present conditions of the Church, the 
elect, the saints. Now we must walk 
by faith; then we will walk by sight, 
because Satan and .sin and darkness 
will have passed away, and the light 
of Truth will flood and cover the 
whole earth, so that, as the prophet 
says, ‘‘They shall teach no more every 
man his neighbor, saying, know the 
all know me, 
least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord” 
(Jeremiah xxxi, 34). The rewards for 
obedience to the Divine requirements 
in the Millennium will be the earthly 
rewards, eternal life or the earthly 
restitution plane. The reward. prof- 
fered to those who now walk the nar- 
row way by self-sacrifice is a spiritual 
one, glory, honor and immortality on 
the spirit plans, like unto the holy 
angels—and highor than thia; like 
unto our Lord Jesus in his glorified 
state; as seen by the Apostle, ‘‘Shin- 
ing above the brightness of ‘the sun 
at noonday” (Acts xxvi, 13). 

We must guard also against the 
thought that the total number of 
God’s elect would be as small a num- 
ber as the calendar of the saints re- 
cognized by some of our Christian 
friends might imply. We hold that 
none is able to judge definitely on 
this subject, except the Master. He 
has given us general intimations of 
the lines of his decision, but he has, 
not permitted us to determine the 
matter, saying, “Judge nothing be- 
fore the time.” We are to content 
ourselves, therefore, with the thought 
that. “‘the Lord knoweth them that 
are his,” and that he will accept no 
one who in any degree is disloyal in 
heart, and that he will overlook and 
neglect no one who is of the proper 
attitude of heart. We understand, 
too, that our Lord is no respector of 
denominational lines, but that, in 
every sect, he who loves God, and 
who accepts the merit of Christ by 
faith, and who presents his body a 
living sacrifice daily unto death in 
the Lord's service—all such are his 
disciples and, as stated in our text, 
“He will not be ashamed to call them 
brethren.” But all of this, be it 
noted, is based, not upon their earth- 
ly Church relationship, but upon 
their sanctification of heart, their re- 
lationship to their Redeemer and 
Head, Jesus. Not only may these be 
found by the Lord in various de- 
nominations, but of various, ages, of 
various colors, of various nationuli- 
ties, of either sex, and on various 
levels. One may be a washerwoman, 
another a farmer, another exercising 
his‘ talent in business directions, an- 
other giving his time as a pastor, 
priest or teacher of spiniee things. 
“The Lord knoweth them that are 
his” (II Timothy ii, 19). 

Seeing that the sanctifiea are com- 
aratively few, and that evidently 
lew can properly direct the way to- 
ward a condition which they have 
not themselves attained, it behooves 
us to look carefully to the instruc- 
tions given us by our Lord Jesus 
directly and through his apostles. 
St. Paul, who wrote, ‘‘This is the will 
of God, even your sanctification,” also 
wrote, “‘We are bound to give thanks 
always to God for you, brethren, be- 
loved of the Lord, because God hath 
from. the beginning chosen you to 
salvation through sanctification of 
the spirit and belief of the Truth; 
whereunto he called you by our Gos- 
pel, to the obtaining of the glory of 
our Lord Jesus Christ’ (II Thessa- 
lonians ii, 13,14). Note from these 
words that the call of the Church is 
the special feature of this present 
Gospel Age and its message. Note 
also that our call is not to sectarian- 
ism, but to a heart relationship with 
the Lord through a belief of the Truth 
and a proportionate getting rid of 
error. And this = enlightenment 
through the Truth prpgresaee in pro- 
portion to our sanctification of spirit 
—of thought, of word, of deed, 

Note again the same Apostle’s ex- 
planation of the matter.. He says 
that he addresses them that are 
sanctified in Christ Jesus (who were) 
called to be saints, and he explains 
that while they had been sinners, 
“children of wrath, even as others,” 
they had been cléansed by {faith 
through acceptance of the ‘finished

Here 
we have the matter succinctly stated 
—fsith in the blood of Jesus is essen- 
tial os the first step in the way to 
God. “No rian cometh unto the Fa- 
ther but by me,” said our Lord. Then 
our way must be through sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit, of the will, the 
setting apart of our hearts from 
;}earthly ambitions and pleasures to 
heavenly ones—deaduess. to the 
world and a liveness toward God. 
This work of grace must progress day 
by day. 2 

Our sanctification is not merely for 
the beginning of our Christian ex- 
perience, but to be the very essence 
of our lives hereafter. The trials and 
testings of life from the world, the 
flesh and the devil will serve to dem- 
onstrate the thoroughness of our 
sanctification. God, however, is not 
secking te-prove whether or not we 
are perfect in the flesh, for he knows 
ond informs us that we are imper- 
fect. He does, however, desire to 
prove that our consecration, our 
sanctification, our setting apart of 
ourselves to be faithful to the Lord at 
any and every cost is not merely a 
passing whim or fancy, but by con- 
tinual instructions of his Word by 
'the inspirations of his Promises. By 
the testings of his disciplines he 
would fix indelibly, unalterably, this 
decision of ours to be entirely his in 
thought, in word, in deed—even unto 
death, 

St. Paul, consistently with his state- 
ments already quoted, wrote to the 
Christians at Rome’ respecting God’s 
foreknowledge and predestination of 


the Elect Church, saying, ‘Whom he 
did foreknow, he also dia predestin- 
ate to conformed to the image of his 
Son, that he might be the firstborn 
minong many brethren’, (Romans viii, 
29). Our Heavenly Father decreed 
that no one might be a member of 
this elect Church except sanctified 
ones. And these must be tested be- 
fore final approval, Their Lord, their 
Redeemer, having been a saint fully 
consecrated to the Father’s will, these 
called, chosen and faithful followers 
will likewise be saints and, in thie 
respect, the Apostle.declares, they 
will be copies of their Redeemer, and 
he will be an Elder Brotifer amongst 
them, when they shall share his glory 
in his Kingdom, 

Notice the harmony of all this with 
our text, “Both he that sanctifieth 
(our Lord Jesus) and they that are 
sanctified (his elect Church) are all 
of one (of one spirit of loyalty to the 
Father and his righteousness—and 
baptized by the one spirit into the 
one Body, of which Christ is the 
Head). For this cause he (the glori- 
fied Kedeemer) is not ashamed to call 
these sanctified ones, finally tested, 
his brethren on the highest plane of 
nature—his own the Divine na:ure, in 
glory, honor .and immortality, far 
above that of angels, 


“Admirals All.’ 

Admiral Sir Edward Seymour, who, 
aa special representative of the King, 
was in New York in command of the 
British squadron invited to take part 
in the Hudson-Fultun centenary cele- 
brations, comes of a family whose 
motto might be ‘Admirals All,” He 
is first cousin of Admiral Sir Michael 
Culme-Seymour, the head of the 
house.

The interesting fact has just com 
{out of the wilderness west of Ed- 
{monton that a distinguished party of 
| British Alpine climbers have at- 
{tempted to scale the icy summit of 
Mount Robson, and have failed. Two 
\peints stand out Cad in the 
‘story of this attempt, and this failure. 
{The first is that while they failed 
\they telt more than repaid for the 
| long journey just to have seen and 
ite 1ave stood in the presence of this 
“King of the Rockies,” The party 
| were twenty-four days eal | the 
foot of the mountain from Edmon- 
ton. At John Swift’s homestead on 
'the Upper Athabasca, Aug. 24, they 
|met Rev, G. R. B. Kinney, who had 
| “Cook’d” them, Kinney warned 
them that they were too late, but 
they pushed on. On Sept. 7 they be- 
gan the ascent. When they had gone 
| within twelve hundred feet of the 
summit of this mighty monarch of 
the hills, whose icy crown sits 13,700 
| feet above the sea, the famous Swiss 
| guide, Moritz Inderbinen, turned to 
the man following him and whisper- 
ed hoarsely, ‘Foehn,’”’ which is the 
name of the warm wind of Switzer- 
land, which compares with our 
“Chinook.” And lo there blew down 
across the glacier the wind which 
softens the snow and makes the go- 
ing bad. In the Alps the “Foehn’’ 
brings not only a thaw, but often an 
avalanche and sometimes showers of 
ice. Most of the climbers knew, and 
better still they knew Moritz knew, 
and they halted. Even as they talk- 
ed the storm broke over the crags 
and the night fell before they could 
escape the glacier over which they 
were traveling. It was with great 
difficulty that their made their way 
back to the timber belt. ~ 

The second point referred to above 
is the interesting fact that these Brit- 
ish climbers did not doubt for a 
moment that Mr. Kinney had reach- 
ed the summit. On the contrary 
they accepted his statement and con- 
gratulated him heartily. Professor 
Coleman of Toronto has already call- 
ed Mount Robson “One of the show 
laces of the world,” and Mr. Hast- 
ng’s description of the big hill seems 
to corroborate Prof, Coleman’s opin- 


ion.

Speaking of the grandeur of Mount 
Robson, Mr. Hastings said it was a 
magnificent peak, the northerly face 
of which was a trememdous precipice. 
There was a great glacier on the 
mountain, which he understood was 
to be called ‘Kinney glacier,” in 
honor of Mr. Kinney. The river, 
which rose on the glacier, said Mr. 
Hastings, divided into two streams, 
one of which flowed into the north 
fork of the Fraser river, and so into 
the Pacific ocean, while the other 
stream flowed into the Smoky river, 
thence into the Peace river and so 
into the Arctic, ocean. On the north 
o mountain there—rere-—+wo 
es formed by the melting 
of the glacier. It was a scene of great 
beauty. Great blocks of ice were 
PobeianHy breaking off the glacier’s 
tongue, the crash being audible many 
miles away. The great glacier on 
Mount Robson was fed by smaller 
eine from the south, west and 
east, 


Trappers Up Against It. 

Trappers who live in the wilds of 
the Canadian north are up in arms 
against the march of civilization 
| which is gradually but surely ruining 
their business. Of course their pro- 
test is futile and the work of forming 
new settlements still goes on but, at 
least, one can sympathize with these 
baffled sons of nature. The wonder 
is that the situation has not become 
more acute long ago and that their 
business has continued profitable is 
really remarkable. 

History has repeated itself in this 
ay in all other things. The advance 
guard of civilization was years behind 
a class of hardy trappers who earned 
their livelihood in the solitude of the 
forests by taking animals for their 
furs. As civilization advanced the 
number of trappers became larger and 
{the amount of game diminished until 
there was no longer a profit to be had 
from the business, 

The Hudson Bay Co. preserved the 
frozen north of Canadg for half a cen- 
tury after tue rest of America had 
ceased to be a profitable hunting 
ground, but the onward march of the 
tailroads and the ever restless. wave 
of homeseekers fas at last advanced 
to the very optpoats of the Hudson 
Bay territory. Gold and wheat have 
been the lodestones and the trapping

One which has not been much 
worn by repetition is related in an 
article in the October number of The 
Busy Man’s Magazine, entitled ‘The 
Protectors of Royalty in Canada,’’ on 
the work of Canada’s secret service, 

At Sussex, N.B., whea the royal 


cold October day, and a large con- 
course was at the station, accompan- 
ied by the band, to greet the distin- 
guished party. It was usual, as soon 
as the car door opened, for the musi- 
cal bodies joining in the welcome to 
play the National Anthem. All the 
persons on the platform of the royai 
car, at the first notes of the familiar 
air, as well as all the male members 
in the waiting throngs, invariably 
stood with heads uncovered. Just be- 
lore the door opened on this occa- 
sion, the Princess of Wales,- ever 
thoughtful of the comfort of those 
about her, told the gentlemen that it 
would be unwise for them to remove 
their hats on the platform as, on ac- 
count of coming out of a warm com- 
partment to, the chilly atmosphere of 
an October morning, there would be 
danger of them contracting cold. Ac- 
cordingly, when the band struck up 
“God Save the King” they kept on 
their headgear. As soon as the selec- 
tion had been played a tall, lanky 
countryman on the outskirts of the 
crowd yelled: 

“Why don’t them galoots on the 
platform take off their hats? Don’t 
they know nuthin’?’’ And the assem- 
bly enjoyed a general laugh. 

After the ceremony, as the princess 
was bidding good-bye to the Mayor 
of Sussex, she humorously remarked: 

‘Will you please tell your friend 
who made the observation, that I am 
responsible for the gentlemen on the 
car not removing their hats.” 


Studying Native Remains. 

Prof. Montgomery of Toronto Uni- 
versity returned recently from: the 
West, having spent tie summer col- 
lecting archaeological specimens for 
the university museum, For many 
years he has been carrying on field 
work in the prairie states, and. pro- 
vinces, making special study of the 
mounds and other remains of a pre- 
historic people, who once dwelt there 
for a considerable period of time. 
This season his work was a further in- 
vestigation, and study, of the same 
race and their movements, and he re- 
ports this work as successful and in 
some respects unusually interesting 
and instructive. Upon one side of the 
tow drained bed of an ancient lakelet 
in southern Manitoba, Prof. Montgom- 
ery measured an aboriginal wal! 
which had been constructed of stone 
boulders, and soil. This is, about half 
a mile in length, from four to six feet 
in height, and about fifteen feet in 
thickness, its height and width show- 
fag remarkable uniformity. Thre wall 
was no doubt intended to enlarge the 
little lake and thus increase the sup- 
ply of water and also of wild game 
n that locality where such were 
greatly needed.

A CITY OF ELEVATORS 


FORT WILLIAM 18 THE GREAT. 
_&ST IN THE EMPIRE. 


City at the Head of the Great Lakes 
Now Has a Vast Storage Capacity 
and There Seems to Be No Limit 
to its Growth—First Elevator Was 
Built In 1883, a Only Held a 
Half Million Bushels. 


It is when the first of the new 
wheat crop arrives at the head of the 
lakes, that Fort William’s status in 
the British Empire must, in at least 
one respect, surpass that of any other 
city in the King’s domain. Wheat, 
and as system of terminal elevators, 
unsurpassed in this or any other 
country, has caused Fort William’s 
fame to spread in districts where this 
cereal is grown for a livelihood and 
in those in which a stalk of wheat 
would be a source of wonderment. It 
is scarcely forty years ago that there 
was not sufficient wheat grown on the 
North American continent to fill the 
huge elevators now completed and un- 
der construction at the head of Cana- 
dian lake navigation. Here, where 
the first little wooden elevator was 
constructed by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway 26 years ago, can be stored, 
when the three elevators under con- 
struction are completed a few weeks 
hence, sufficient wheat to feed every 
man, woman and child in the Dom- 
inion for nearly a year. 

Fort William’s elevators, where the 
ripening crop of the west will be hous- 
ed wile on its way to the markets of 
the world, are not only numerous, 
but a number of them are the most 
modern that human skill can devise. 
With nearly a million bushels of 
wheat pouring into Fort William daily 
during the autumn months, nothing 
can deal with the grain traffic but 
the most efficient and rapid systems 
of caring for and disposing of the 
wheat when it arrives. And it is the 
necessity for speed in handling that 
has developed the great elevator ore 
tems, where there will be available 


| this fall a storage capacity of approx- 


imately 27,000,000 bushels, including 
the Canadian Northern elevator at 
Port Arthur, or almost sufficient to 
house one-third of the export wheat 
grown in the broad fields of the west- 
ern provinces last season. Like every- 
thing else in connection with the 
grain trade of western Canada, in- 
cluding the’ growing of wheat, the 
present system of grain handling is 
one of gradual growth, and represents 
in comparison with the methods of 
fifty years ago, the same advance that 
there has been in transportation and 
harvesting. 

‘It was in 1883 that the first elevator 
was built here. The capacity—600,000 
bushele—was considered sufficient to 
handle the grain of the west for many 
years to cothe, . The crop of the fol- 
lowing yeat gave the railway com- 
pany some idea of the possibilities of 
th@ prairie vinces_und con- 
digpns, and it quickly added two 
m®e wooden houses to its equipment 
on the banks of the Kaministiquia. 
river, these three being known as 
A; B and C, having a combined ca- 
pacity of 4,300,000 bushels. The gen- 
tral principle upon which the eleva- 
tors are, bailt must remain the same, 
the operation being one of merely 
raising the grain by endless belts and 
buckets to the highest portion of the 
house, whence it is conveyed by car- 
tying belts to any desired portion. 
When it is desired to move the con- 


tents of any particular bin, they are. 


tllowed to flow from the bottom upon 
a similar set of belts, and the grain 
is carried again to the “‘legs,” in 
which it is elevated and taken to an- 
other portion of the house or the 
shipping bins, 

The modern elevators are built of 
steel, reinforced concrete or tile. The 
first crude attempt at steel tank stor- 
tge was made by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway when its fourth elevator, 
D, was built, consisting of flat-bot- 
lomed tanks, holding 1,500,000. bush- 
els, which gave ample storage but of- 
fered no facilities for handling with 
uny degree of speed. This style was 
toon superseded by the more modern 
tanks, with hopper bottoms on a con- 
trete foundation, with ample room in 
the lower story or basement for handl- 
(ng and equipment. This method of 
landling wheat at the head of the 
lakes has been followed by all the 
new houses, the only variation being 
the material of which they are con- 
structed. 

Another steel elevator is that of the 
Ogilvie Flour Mills Co. Canadian 
Pacific elevator B, the Empire eleva- 
lor and that of the Consolidated Ele- 
vator Co., the latter two owned by 
western concerns, all are of tile, re- 
Inforced by steel bands. 
elevators, including that of the Grand’ 
Yrunk Pacific Co., which is the first’ 
unit of a 40,000,000 bushel plant, the. 
largest in the world, have been under 
tonstfuction all summer’*and some’ 
will be ready for storage this fall. 

One concrete evidence of the great 
towth in the elevator business at 

‘ort William is the fact that more 
than twenty-five times as many steam- 
trs now load grain here as took out 
targoes twenty years ago. There are 
bpwards of twenty steamers which 
tarry grain to Montreal alone.

Episode of the Late Journalist and 
the New English Reporter.
